Ocean, from January 3 to February 
.•o. i«jif, during * period of s;ormy 
ivcntlivf. utid left the cabin to under¬ 
take a journey over the ive in srurch 
’i of Bniifori !$ea. >>t 

Mr. Mason stales that nboiw March 
15 St* fianssoii atarted fr^-m Cotlto* 
son 1 ’quiI, near Camden Day, with 
Ole Anderson and Storkvr Storkcr* 
son, dwellers on the Arc.ic Coast, and 
two dog teams, striking north across 
the ice. Siorkcrson was a member 
at the MikkcUon-Lcffingwcll expe¬ 
dition ot 1907 , which reached u point 
some sixty miles from the »hore, on 
.he same quest. 

A supporting party, consisting o! 
volunteers from the Mary Sachs and 
the Alaska, auxiliary power boat*, 
which Sieffsiiaton bought in Nome, ao- 
cempuuird 1 lie main party for eighty 
miles, .raveling in it general north* 
raitcrly direction. After the first fif¬ 
teen nulcs—for the shore ice was a 
narrower belt than usual—smooth go¬ 
ing was found. On the return ;rlp 
the supporting parly suffered a good 
deal from exposure, and one of the 
lunnlu r, Ft ter Harnard, received a bad 
scalp wound from a fall on the jag* 
ged ice. 

Stcffnns»on‘s aniiotuued plan was 
iti travel across the ice for thirty 
days, and then, if no land was found, 
*0 return, expecting to he hack to the 
Coast not later than June, 1914. A 
ut- nth ago, in April, Mason had word 
! from hia parin'r, WilmoU Annctt, nt 
Kaye Point. «»n the Arctic coati. that 
nothing had been heard of Stcffans- 
*on. 

Mr. Mason has much confidence in 
Meffansson't resnn reef nine** and he 
think* there arc yet clmuccs that he 
mny return, He self forth three poi 
kibilitir*, all drpendriit on his having 
reached land son.ewherc, for he hold* 
that once on land the party would be 
comparatively safe, since nil three 

• re aide and accustomed to live on 
ihr resources which these regions af¬ 
ford, and were abundantly supplied 
with ammunition. The first is that 
land \o the northwest may have 
been reached for Mason shares the 
iTcvalcnt belief of whites and native* 
alike along the Arctic coast of the ex¬ 
istence of «urh land—and that ice con 
ditions may have prevented return. 
The second is that the drift of the ice 
♦nr off from the coast may have car- 
ried the party to some known land to 
the cast, Hanks l and or Prince Pat¬ 
rick I .and. The third possibility Is 
the otic Mi. Mason holds most likely, 
that the men have been carried to the 
Siberian coast or 10 some of the is¬ 
lands to the north thereof, because 
.lie observed direction of the ice- 
drift during nearly all the season that 
followed the sfart was to the north¬ 
west 

Mr Mason's own intelligent obser¬ 
vations on the coast have afforded 
him reaxons for the belief in land to 
•hf north, besides the well known one* 
of 1 be masses of extraordinary heavy 
pack ice that drift back and forth &- 
1 hough confined in a comparatively 
nnrrow channel, and the Improbability 
of theft* bergs )>riHinaj: infer in any 
known land adjacent. Again and 
ifriin be has tern the ice driven out 
of vlgbt of the shore by a strong 
southwest wind, only to return igalns* 
the wind, At though it had enerntrt 
tered some land obstacle nnd had been 
1 wept around a conM line until a cur¬ 
rent wftt set up powerful enouoli to 
tiring the Ice back to the shore. Many 
times he hit* witched great flights of 
see*0 and swans traveling due south 
»n HerMchcl Island, flying so high 
that V mu evident they came from 
afar. The problem is still, as Sir 
Clements Markham described it some 
years ago, one o»' the most Interest¬ 
ing .ind one of the most difficult of 
ihe world’s geographical problems. 

Mr. Mn*on report* that Steffans- 
•on’s 'importing party brought b,ick 
word that the lost sounding made be¬ 
fore thflr re'tirn gave bototm at joo 
fathom*, which agree* with the re¬ 
sult* of the MikkeUcn-LvffingwcM 
r,minding* in about the same latitude, 
the 7 Jnd parallel, though Sreffansson

VIEWPOINT OF LEADING 
FARMERS. 


Why should women vote? That Is 
Ihe question that Is ringing from 
ocean to ocean and reverberating from 
the Canadian boundary to the Mexi¬ 
can border. It Is the mission of a 
newpaper to give the news and the 
action of the Texas Partners' Union 
In opposing woman's suffrage when 
that question was recently before the 
Texas legislature Is significant as 
representing the attitude of the or¬ 
ganized plowmen.

right to do one as the other. 

Opposed to Unsexlng Humanity. 

"Sex qualification for suffrage may 
have Its apparent luronslstem 1*9 No 
general rule adjusts Itself perfectly 
to all conditions. It Is a favorite ar¬ 
gument advanced by the proponents of 
woman s iuffrago that many cultivated 
and noble women uro far more capa¬ 
ble of intelligently exercising sov¬ 
ereignty than a worthless nogro, but 
the South never was anxious for 
negro suffrage, and while culture and 
reflnwitnint. and even morality, are 
desirable virtues, they are not the 
only qualifications for franchise. 

“The primary. Inherent and Insep¬ 
arable fitness fur suffrage is support¬ 
ing a family. The plow handle, the 
forgo and the struggle for bread af¬ 
ford experience necessary to properly 
mark tho ballot. Government is a 
great big business and civilization 
from th*- very beginning assigned 
woman the home and man the busi¬ 
ness affaire of life. 

"There has boon much freakish leg¬ 
islation enacted during the past de¬ 
cade that no doubt appeals to woman’s 
lovo for the ridiculous, but to under- 
tako to tinsex the human race by law 
Is the height of legislative folly and 
A tragedy to mankind. 

"Wo are opposed to the equal rights 
of woman—we want her to ever re¬ 
main our superior. Wo consider 
woman's desire to seek man's level 
tho yellow peril of Twentieth Century 
civilisation. 

"Woman Is the medium through 
which angels whisper their messages 
to mankind; It Is her hand that plants 
thoughts lu the Intellectual .vineyard;
